Fish aren’t the only critters 
along nation’s coastlines

WASHINGTON If you plan 
on hitting the beach this 
summer, a new report 
recommends first check- 
ing your local water qual- 
ity online before packing 
your bags—or risk bring- 
ing home more trouble 
than wet bathing suits and 
sand-filled shoes. 

Last year was one of the 
worst on record in terms 
of bacterial pollution from 
human and animal waste, 
according to the nonprofit 
Natural Resource Defense Council’s 22nd annual 
survey of water quality at more than 3,000 beaches. 

State and local beach officials reported the third- 
highest number of closings and advisory days in 
more than 20 years. 

The effect of sewage and storm water runoff on 
swimmers include diarrhea, pink eye, ear, nose and 
throat problems, respiratory ailments and several 
neurological disorders. 

To make the information easier to access, NRDC 
debuted a new online tool at nrdc.org/beaches that 
allows the public to search beaches by ZIP code. An 
application for mobile devices also is in the works. 

“Having that information when you're planning 
the trip is far more important than when you've 
taken the trip,” said Steve Fleischli, Director of 
NRDC’s Water Program. 

The report shows how water quality levels vary 
significantly across the country. Here are a few inter- 
esting facts from the report. 


Evaluation criteria 
included moni- 
toring frequency, 
indicators of beach 
water quality and 
whether the public 
was notified of con- 
tamination. Small 
children, senior 
citizens and people 
with weak immune 
systems are most at 
risk from exposure. 


Delaware 
Not usually the first state that jumps

Louisiana 

The Gulf Coast state’s pol- 
lution has for consecu- 
tive years violated federal 
beach water standards.

; County, for example, were awarded NRDC’s 5-star rating

In a win for President Obama, the Supreme Court on Thurs- 
day narrowly upheld the health care law nicknamed “Obam- 
acare.” The decision was a 5-4 vote, with four justices who 
generally rule more liberally joining Chief Justice John G. 
Roberts. The Affordable Care Act says that people who don’t 
have health insurance by 2014 will have to pay a tax penalty. 

“The federal government does not have the power to order 
people to buy health insurance,” Roberts wrote in the major- 
ity opinion, but “the federal government does have the power 
to impose a tax on those without health insurance.” 

The Affordable Care Act, signed by Obama on March 23, 
2010, sought to bring health insurance to more than 30 million 
uninsured people in the country. 

But what does the Supreme Court ruling mean to the aver- 
age person? Well, several things. Here’s a quick rundown. 


HEALTHY DEBATE

Starting in 2014, a health 

insurance company can't 
deny coverage to someone be- 
cause of a “pre-existing” medi- 
cal condition. They also won't 
be able to charge people more 
because of their gender, age 
or health status. Preventative 
health care like cancer screen- 
ings will be available without 
deductibles or co-pays. 


There also will be health 

care “exchanges,” where 
people from the same state 
can join and buy health care 
as a group. It will be cheaper 
than buying health insurance 
on your own, and the costs of 
premiums will be subsidized

The health care reform 

law also requires all 
Americans to buy health in- 
surance by 2014 or pay a fine, 
though there are some limited 
exceptions. The intended goal 
is to force more uninsured 
Americans, including young 
adults who have opted out in 
the past, to buy insurance.

parts of the Affordable 
Care Act is that people who 
don’t have health insurance at 


work can stay on their parents’ 


plans until their 26th birthday.

Before that rule—which took 
effect in 2010—people on their 
parents’ plans lost their health 
insurance when they got too 
old to qualify as a dependent, 
or when they graduated from 
school or changed jobs. 


The recent Supreme 

Court ruling wasn’t a 
total victory for the Obama 
administration. Roberts said 
the law's required expansion 
of Medicaid violates states’ 
rights. States that want to take 
extra federal money can do 
that, he said, but they cannot 
be threatened with losing all 
federal funds if they refuse to 
expand the program.

A stray bullet hit the little girl as she ran back 
to her house in the 1700 block of North Luna 
Avenue, police and family say. 

Heaven was shot in the back and died half 
an hour later. 

“IT opened up the candy store for the kids so 
they wouldn’t have to be pulled back and forth 


on the block because there’s been so much 
shooting,” Banks said Thursday. “I figured 
{gang members|] know us, they wouldn’t come 
to the neighborhood and start shooting, but 
they really didn’t even care.” 

“She looked forward every day to opening 
up the candy store, and for somebody just to 
come take her life, it’s not right,” Banks said. 

She said the block was filled with children 
playing when two men came out of a gangway 
and one of them started shooting at a group 
of people standing on the sidewalk near the 
candy stand. A 19-year-old man, described by 
police as a gang member, was wounded in the 
ankle and taken to Loyola University Medical 
Center in Maywood, police said. The girl was 
pronounced dead there at 11:16 p.m., according 
to the Cook County medical examiner’s office.

Holder cited for contempt 


The US. House for the first time held a 

Cabinet member in contempt of Con- 
gress, citing Attorney General Eric Holder on 
Thursday for failing to turn over documents 
related to a federal gun operation. 

Republicans said Holder didn’t comply 
with a subpoena for material from the Fast 
and Furious operation, which allowed illegally 
purchased firearms from the U.S. to wind up 
at crime scenes in Mexico. President Obama 
has asserted executive privilege over the docu- 
ments and declined to turn them over. 

The 255-67 vote follows steady criticism 
of Holder by congressional Republicans who 
have made the nation’s top law enforcement 
officer one of their main targets in the Obama 
administration. More than too Republican 
lawmakers have called for Holder’s resignation

over his handling of Fast and Furious, terror- 
ism and other matters. Many Democrats didn’t 
vote and walked off the House floor in protest. 

The contempt citation, which doesn’t need 
Senate approval, now goes to the U.S. attorney 
in Washington to determine whether criminal 
prosecution is warranted. The Washington 
prosecutor, Ronald Machen, is an Obama nom- 
inee who probably won't pursue the matter 
after Obama claimed executive privilege over 
the documents last week, said Josh Chafetz, a 
professor at Cornell Law School. 

Executive privilege is a principle that says 
the executive branch can’t be required by Con- 
gress to disclose confidential communications 
because their release would harm the opera- 
tions of the White House. 

In a statement after the vote, White House

spokesman Dan Pfeiffer said House Republi- 
cans “pushed for political theater rather than 
legitimate congressional oversight.”

Ann Curry bid goodbye to the “Today” show 
audience Thursday, breaking into tears as 
Matt Lauer described his co-host as having 
“the biggest heart in the business.” 

Curry addressed viewers as her family, ex- 
plaining that she still would contribute to 
the show and with her new titles—anchor-at- 
large and NBC News national/international 
correspondent—would “get tickets to every 
story I want to tell you.” 

She will be covering those stories “at a time 
when this country—and this world—needs 
clarity.” It was a brief farewell, lasting roughly 
five minutes. The bulk of the morning pro- 
gram unfolded as usual, with Curry and Lauer 
spending the first half of “Today” covering 
major stories. 

Speculation about Curry’s imminent depar- 
ture has swirled for more than a week, causing 
embarrassment for both Curry and NBC.

Firms focus on gay 


financial planning

NEW YORK Many big firms are trying to make 
financial planning a lot more gay-friendly. 

A growing number of financial planning 
firms, including Wells Fargo, Bank of Amer- 
ica, Merrill Lynch, Morgan Stanley Smith 
Barney, UBS and Marcum, are launching divi- 
sions that focus solely on lesbian, gay, bisex- 
ual and transgender clients or helping their 
advisors get certified to handle the unique 
financial issues same-sex couples face. 

Whether it’s a lack of Social Security sur- 
vivors benefits when a partner passes away or 
the inability to file federal tax returns jointly, 
a slew of complications arose for same-sex 
couples following the 1996 passage of the 
Defense of Marriage Act, which defined mar- 
riage as a union between a man and a woman. 

Things have only gotten more complicated 
for same-sex couples as some states legalize

gay marriage and civil unions. 

“The demand for specialized financial ser- 
vices has increased as more states pass laws 
that recognize same-sex marriage,” said Ryan 
Svatora, senior wealth strategy associate at 
Zinn, Ray & Svatora Group, an LGBT-ded- 
icated practice at UBS. “As this social prog- 
ress continues, it can lead to further compli- 
cations as the rights bestowed to same-sex 
couples differ on state and federal levels.” 

And with an estimated population of 
16 million to 20 million LGBT individuals in 
the country, according to the National Gay 


& Lesbian Chamber of Commerce, there’s 
plenty of incentive for these financial firms 
to help. 

Svatora said assets at his practice have 
been increasing by about 15 percent per year, 
with $250 million in assets currently under 
management. 

Kyle Young, vice president-investment of- 
ficer at Wells Fargo Advisors, said the major- 
ity of his LGBT clients are very high-income 
earners, particularly because the same-sex 
couples he works with tend not to have many 
children—if any—and often have more time 
to focus on their career. 

“There’s a real business opportunity here,” 
said Young. “We’re providing a much-needed 
resource and at the same time, it’s a very clear 
business decision. And the demand for the 
kind of resources we provide is just going to 
grow going forward.”

Off to a good start 
The backstory: Sometimes, a restau- 
rant can get by on its location and nota 
whole lot more. Despite its circa-2005 
martini list and just-OK sushi, Meiji, 
which previously occupied the space 
next door to Blackbird and Avec, no 
question benefited from spillover. So it 
was a smart move for new inhabitant 
Alimentari to build a long bar perfect 
for whiling away a two-hour wait for 
; Avec’s legendary chorizo-stuffed dates.

Speen ss dered whether this osteria (what the 
Italians call a place for simple food and wine) would be worth a trip on its own. 
Likes: My server was just the right amount of attentive and made excellent rec- 
ommendations, including a satisfyingly earthy barbera ($9) from the wine menu 
to match my prosciutto and lamb sausage pizza ($15). The super-thin crust was 
deliciously airy and crunchy around the edges, but admittedly, these pies are 
smaller than most in town. Laden with fragrant saffron sauce, ravioli with bits of 
shrimp and avocado tucked inside ($16) tasted rich and light at the same time. 
Expect the pasta and gnocchi preparations to change seasonally, though they'll 
always be made in house. Shout out to gluten-free diners: There’s one pasta and 
one pizza especially for you. 
Gripes: | was surprised that my server actually encouraged my friend and | to 
downgrade our order—that’s a first, considering so many goad you to order 
more and more plates—but as a result, we left a little hungry. Though prices 
seem on-par with other Randolph Street places (a bowl of olives costs $7, the go- 
ing rate at Girl & The Goat down the street), I'd love to see a little more value for 
a restaurant with less star power than others on this strip. 
Bottom line: Follow your server’s recommendations and Alimentari could make 
a fine Plan A. Hook me up with some bread next time to sop up the extra pasta 
sauce on my plate and Ill be an especially happy camper. -LISA ARNETT 


Early tastes of new Italian spots 
Alimentari and Briciola

In the wake of high-profile Italian restaurants such 
as Balena and RPM Italian stealing the spotlight, 
two smaller spots have opened with practiced 
chefs in the kitchen. In the West Loop, the owner 
of recently-closed Gold Coast white-tablecloth 
restaurant Pane Caldo has opened the more 
laid-back Alimentari Osteria. Over in Ukrainian 
Village, Bice’s former chef is in the kitchen at 
Briciola. We dined at both to see which was worth 
its weight in pasta.

The backstory: When I’m dining out, | try to 
enter each restaurant with an open mind. But 
when it came to Briciola, a new BYOB Italian 
trattoria in Ukrainian Village, it was a challenge 
to tune out all that I'd heard. Just a look at the 
restaurant's early Yelp reviews—from gush- 
ing five-stars to scathing one-stars—made 
me wonder if everyone had even eaten at the 
same restaurant. On one hand, Briciola does 
have big shoes to fill; it replaces dearly-beloved 
breakfast and lunch spot Jam, which relocated 
to airier digs in Logan Square. On the other 
hand, veteran chef Mario Maggi, who opened 
the original location of Bice, should be up to 
the challenge. | stopped in on a recent Saturday 
night to see whether Briciola had moved past 
early hiccups, or whether it was stuck in a per- 
manent rut. 
Likes: The menu does a solid job of represent- 
ing classic Italian cuisine, with enough modern 
twists to assure me that | wasn’t stuck in an 
episode of “The Sopranos.” Octopus carpac- 
cio ($10) is shaved paper-thin and tossed with 
bright hearts of palm and basil oil, a perfect 
summer starter. Caesar salad ($8) comes with 
a tangy house-made dressing atop a wedge 
of grilled romaine lettuce, but it’s the fried ca- 
pers that are addictively munchable. Not all 
the pastas are made in-house, but the gnocchi 
($15) are, and they arrive piping hot, airy and 
tossed with just the right amount of pesto, goat 
cheese and sun-dried tomatoes. 
Gripes: Our servers were gracious but clearly 
nervous, which translated to a few slips, such 
as forgetting an ice bucket for our wine and 
delivering some courses too quickly. Dessert 
arrived only minutes after my friend and | or- 
dered it, and we could have used much more 
time to digest before digging in to the syrupy, 
way-too-firm panna cotta ($6). Chef Maggi 
personally visits most tables, which is a nice 
touch, but can’t totally redeem the scampering 
servers. 
Bottom line: Briciola’s kitchen put out con- 
sistent, satisfying Italian favorites, even ona 
busy weekend night. If that confidence rubs 
off on the wait staff, I'd enthusiastically join the 
restaurant’s fan club and tell haters to give this 


comfortable trattoria another shot.

Chesney finds meaning 
in personal ‘Fishbow?

Country star Kenny Chesney says that mak- 
ing his new album, “Welcome to the Fish- 
bowl,” was a personal journey that helped him 
to better understand himself by being more 
sure of his place in the world. 

“I can tell you this album was unlike any 
other just for the emotional journey I went 
on to make it,” Chesney said. “The songs are 
very personal. Once I heard them all together 
I realized the thread of searching was there. 
This is the most vulnerable I’ve ever been as 
an artist on a record.” 

The album, which includes “Feel Like a 
Rock Star” and “Come Over,” sold 193,000 
copies in its first week. It scored No. 1 on the 
Billboard country chart Wednesday and No. 
2 on the music publication’s overall album list 
behind pop star Justin Bieber. 

Chesney, 44, was born and raised in Tennes- 
see and first made his mark in country music 
in the 1990s. He has a reputation for being 
hard working and has won numerous awards, 
with hits that include “Out Last Night,” and 
“The Boys of Fall.” 

The singer, who was married to actress Re- 
nee Zellweger for a short time in 2005, said 
that with time and maturity he is at a point 
in his career where he wants his music to be 
truthful. The title track, “Welcome to the 
Fishbowl,” tells more about the everyday per- 
son Chesney is rather than the celebrity he 
has become. 

“I really believe now, more than ever, we’re 
living in an ever-changing world,” he said. 
“There’s another song on there, ‘I’m a Small

Town,’ which is like where I grew up.” 

“Everyone knew everyone else’s business 
on a small scale inside that town,” he said. 
“Today, everyone knows everyone’s business 
on a global scale and it’s instant. You don’t 
have to be in the public eye like me to be af- 
fected by it. That’s the way we took this song 
and this phrase.” 

The first hit from “Welcome to the Fish- 
bowl” was “Feel Like a Rock Star,” a duet with 
longtime friend and Brothers of the Sun tour 
mate Tim McGraw that addresses being able 
to shrug off the anxiety and stress of everyday 
life and become famous, if only in a fantasy. 

“Feel Like a Rock Star” touches on what we 
all do to get outside of ourselves, no matter 
what that is,” he said. “It describes my audi- 
ence, and it describes me.” 

“Fishbowl” ranges from songs about Al- 
zheimer’s disease to tunes about deep long- 
ing. When the album was finished, Chesney 
said he realized that what he was searching for 
was himself. 

“It’s becoming comfortable in your skin, 
real and authentic in your emotions,” he said. 
“The balance is finding that in a lot of differ- 
ent ways.”

Banks plays Frankie, single mom 
to 11-year-old Josh (Michael Hall 
D’ Addario), who’s the sort of the kid 
that when a psychiatrist tells him to sit 
anywhere, he sits in the doctor’s chair. 
When Josh nearly gets kicked out of 
school for causing an explosion, Banks’ 
swift transition from desperate 
defense to total-control offense 
perfectly embodies a woman whose 
vulnerability shuts off when it comes to 
protecting her son.

What Frankie doesn’t know is that 
her estranged and recently deceased 
father left her and Josh $150,000. 

She doesn’t know because Frankie’s 
cowardly half-brother Sam (Chris Pine) 
waits and waits and waits to confess his 
identity when he strikes up a friendship 
with his sister, whom he only recently 
found out exists. 

Director/co-writer Alex Kurtzman 
(“Cowboys and Aliens,” “Star Trek”) 
leaves us twiddling our thumbs until 
the big reveal. As Sam’s girlfriend (Ol- 
ivia Wilde) tells him, “You’re good at 
running away, you know,” Sam’s mom 
(Michelle Pfeiffer) breaks down and 
Sam feels torn between using the mon- 
ey to pay off his debt and realizing that 
Frankie and Josh could be the missing 
pieces to an unhappy family life. 

All together now, “Awwww.” 

That’s not being snarky. That’s 
feeling frustrated that a movie, mildly 
inspired by true events, could have con- 
fronted the desire to hold onto familial 
love in spite of flaws, but instead relies 
heavily on deception as a plot conve- 
nience. It’s all a manipulative drumroll 
to the climactic, tear-jerking moment 
that oversimplifies other pending 
problems and reiterates that this tale of 
forgiveness commits storytelling sins 
too big to overlook.

The evolving actress has a new movie out Friday—but she really wants to talk about Channing Tatum’s abs

Even in small roles, Elizabeth Banks often 
has a major effect on her movies. Consider 
her memorable, unbridled scene in “The 
40-Year-Old Virgin,” in which she teaches 
Steve Carell’s character about the, uh, talents 
of a handheld showerhead, or the fact that the 
romantic trajectory of “Wet Hot American 
Summer” results largely from Banks’ charac- 
ter tasting like a burger. 

“Tt’s true,” the 38-year-old actress says with 
a laugh. “I think that Paul [Rudd]}’s character 
just wanted a little side strange.” 

Now, of course, Banks takes up far more 
screen time, showcasing killer comedy skills 
(“Zack and Miri Make a Porno,” “What to 
Expect When You’re Expecting,” “30 Rock”) 
and increasingly evolving dramatic flair (“The 
Next Three Days,” “The Hunger Games”). 

In “People Like Us,” opening Friday, Banks 
delivers one of the year’s best performances 
so far as Frankie, a single mom who appreci- 
ates the help offered when Sam (Chris Pine) 
comes into her life. One problem: Frankie 
doesn’t know that Sam is her half-brother, 
and he’s arrived to deliver money left behind 
by their recently deceased father. 

At the Peninsula Hotel, Banks talked about 
finding out you have a sibling, her fixation on 
Channing Tatum’s abs and the rumored “Wet 
Hot” prequel. 


It seems like you’re very excited for “Magic 
Mike,” which I love because so many people 
would be like, “It’s opening on the same day 
as my movie; | can’t say anything about it.” 
{Laughs.]} I’m just excited for Channing 
Tatum’s abs. I’m always excited for his abs. 

I think he’s funny as heck. I think he’s a re- 
ally fun actor. I’ve been loving watching his 
evolution as a leading man. 


l asked readers what | should ask you today, 
and @ltsJustJill55 wanted to know what 
your husband thought of “the hot and heavy 
on stage” with the “Magic Mike” cast during 
your MTV Movie Awards acceptance speech. 
{Laughs.] The hot and heavy? I love that they 
think we got so hot and heavy. A) He’s used 
to my shenanigans. B) It was all in good fun. 
And C) he was much more concerned that 
when they panned away to the shot of him, it 


was not him. It was actually my agent. So he 
never got on television, which I think was a 
relief to him in a big way. 


Tell me about the challenge of your 
“People Like Us” role. Frankie has so much 
going on internally, and you’re playing 
someone who gradually grows attracted 
to her brother, who she doesn’t know is her 
brother. 

{Laughs.] Yes, we walk that fine line, don’t 
we? We really do. It’s an emotional roller 
coaster, this movie. I knew when I read it 
that there would be some really tough days. 
... [ play a struggling single mom in this film 
who really just has the weight of the world 
on her shoulders and is just trying to figure 
it out. And I think that’s really relatable to 
a lot of people. I definitely related to it. But 
also that at the end of the day everybody 
wants to know that their daddy loved them. 
This is a movie about the damage that gets 
inflicted on all of us when we’re kids. And 
how your past does not have to determine 
your future. If you forgive, if you recognize 
that people do that best that they can in the 
circumstances they are given, you can have 
relief. You can move on. 


It was spun off of co-writer-director Alex 
Kurtzman’s story of meeting a sibling he 
didn’t know he had. Have you heard of 

any real situations of people who had met 
someone they didn’t know was their sib- 
ling, or started dating someone and found 
out, “Oh no, we’re fifth cousins”? 

{Laughs.]} I have a friend who was adopted 
and it turns out, this is completely ran- 
dom, she had another sister that was also 
adopted, same parents, but they never 
knew each other. They were a couple years 
apart, obviously. They went to high school 
together their entire lives and knew each 
other and did not know they were sisters, 
until one of them when she was 19 went and 
found her biological mom and the biological 
mom said, “You have other siblings and they 
were also adopted by these families.” And 
she was like, “I know this one.” 


So what happened? 
They met the mom and they were friends 
for a really long time actually.

You may or may not know that “People Like 
Us” star Chris Pine auditioned for “Avatar.” It 
did not go well. 

“I walked into that room absolutely not be- 
lieving myself,” he said. “How dare I put that 
poor casting director through the experience 
of watching me.” 

Those shaky days are behind him, consider- 
ing the 31-year-old actor’s rise to leading man 
status with “Star Trek,” “Unstoppable” and 
“This Means War.” 

In “People Like Us,” opening Friday, Pine 
plays Sam, who develops a difficult relation- 
ship with the sister (Elizabeth Banks) he nev- 
er knew he had when he can’t bring himself to 
reveal that he’s her brother, or that he’s been 
tasked with delivering the money their re- 
cently deceased father instructed him to give 
to her and her pre-teen son. 

The movie is vaguely inspired by direc- 
tor/co-writer Alex Kurtzman’s experience 
meeting his half-sister for the first time and 
represents a change of pace for the co-writer 
of movies such as “Star Trek,” the first two 
“Transformers” and “Cowboys and Aliens.” 

At the Peninsula Hotel, Pine and Kurtz- 
man, 38, talked about mind-blowing cinemat- 
ic bombshells, fan reactions to Pine’s portray- 
al of Capt. Kirk and that “Avatar” audition.

CP: My favorite comment that I get from 
hard-core fans, and they mean it as a compli- 
ment and it is, but it’s quite funny when it 
comes out on their lips, is, “You know, when 
we found out you were going to play Capt. 
Kirk, we were so angry. We were so sad. We 
were so nervous. But you turned out to be 
pretty good.” That’s the most backhanded 
compliment of all time. 


You've talked about having an awful audi- 
tion for “Avatar.” I’m just curious why it 
was so bad. 

CP: I have a feeling that story will haunt 
me for the rest of my life. It’s one of these 
things— sometimes you can leave your car 
in Burbank, Los Angeles, and walk into a 
conference room and your back is sweating 
and youre thinking about the laundry you 
have to do and somehow seamlessly you 
can then pretend to be a man in a loincloth 
standing in front of blue people saying lines 
like, “Come follow me, I’ll save you!” And 
sometimes you just can’t buy it. [Laughs.]} 
... Halfway through I just kind of stopped; 
she was maybe smiling or laughing at me. I 
didn’t take offense to it because I realized I 
was probably pretty bad.

Woody Allen’s european trip needs a detour

Woody Allen’s char- 
acter in “To Rome 
with Love” feels 
inadequate if he’s not

director knows himself so well. 

This is such minor Allen, who brought us 
the sexy “Vicky Christina Barcelona” and 
nostalgic-but-bitter “Midnight in Paris,” that 
it’s barely professional. Sure, the scenery is 
bested only by the attractiveness of the cast 
... well, not quite. Allen primarily populates 
“Rome” with gorgeous women and average- 
looking dudes, continuing his longtime, on- 
screen fantasy that pairs an ordinary schmo 
with a woman wildly out of his league. As for 
the story, it’s a sporadically amusing, wander- 
ing meditation on romantic opportunities 
that largely promotes infidelity and ignores 
consequences. 

Once again, Allen cares only about the 
male characters, possessing a shallow, objecti- 
fied perspective on his women characters. 

In the most outrageous role, Penelope 
Cruz plays Anna, a prostitute who walks into

Elsewhere, Sally (Greta Gerwig) tells Jack 
(Jesse Eisenberg) that she hopes he doesn’t 
fall in love with her highly sexual, name- 
dropping actress friend Monica (Ellen Page). 
All due respect to Page, but is she really the 
best choice to play an enigmatic, irresistible 
woman with whom Jack becomes infatuated? 


That happens despite the voice of reason ap- 
pearing in the form of Alec Baldwin, amusing 
as a successful architect who’s been down 
that road before. 

Elsewhere, Jerry (Allen) forces Giancarlo 
(Fabio Armiliato), the future father-in-law 
to his daughter (Alison Pill), to begin an 
opera career even though he sings best in 
the shower. And an average dope (Roberto 
Benigni) somehow becomes so famous that 
the paparazzi want to hear what he had 
for breakfast and beautiful co-workers and 
actresses jockey to join him in bed. 

Allen half-heartedly examines the notion 
of people who are famous for being famous. 
He fares far better when returning to his safe 
zone and considering the way human desire 
often defies logic. (‘Go on,” John [Baldwin] 
taunts Jack’s doomed lust for Monica. “Walk 
into the propeller.”) If he’s trying to capture 
the romanticized notions of a city and their 
ability to ruin people—or just a more liberal 
European sensibility? —he’s lost the handle 
on normal people who eventually return to 
reality. 

“To Rome with Love” may seem light and 
sweet, but Allen’s serving acid in a chocolate 
milk carton.

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Cruz happy for repeat 
Allen performance

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. The first time Penelope 
Cruz worked with Woody Allen she won an 
Oscar. So it’s no wonder that she jumped at 
the opportunity to play a hooker in his latest 
effort, “To Rome with Love.” 

“I feel extremely lucky,” Cruz said dur- 
ing a recent press conference at the Beverly 
Wilshire Hotel. “I’ve been a fan of his work 
since I was alittle girl. ... He trusts me enough 
to give me these beautiful characters. The 
only thing is that it’s always too short. Both 
times I worked with him I did it in three 
weeks. So, I always want more.” 

The film, which opens Friday, is set in the 
Eternal City and, like all of Allen’s films, has 
several storylines going on at once. Naturally, 
Allen rounded up a large cast that includes 
Cruz, Alec Baldwin, Jesse Eisenberg, Roberto 
Benigni, Judy Davis, Ellen Page, Allison Pill 
and Greta Gerwig. 

Cruz plays a hooker named Anna who 
knocks on the wrong hotel door but agrees to 
pretend to be the wife of newlywed Antonio 
(Alessandro Tiberi) so he can impress family 
members and their business colleagues. 

Cruz said she didn’t really model her char- 
acter after anyone specific, but did get some 
inspiration from parties at the Cannes Film 
Festival and talking with Allen. 

“We didn’t talk about any particular wom- 
an,” she said. “It was just there on the page 
and I created this Anna/Milly [character] that 
says everything she thinks ... She doesn’t have 
a filter and I loved that because she’s the op- 


posite of who I am.” 

“T want to be like that but I am much more 
of acontrol freak,” she added, “So I love play- 
ing characters that are so free.” 

The freedom to interpret a character is one 
of the things Cruz loves most about working 
with Allen. In “Vicky Cristina Barcelona,” 
Cruz played another quirky character—the 
tempestuous ex-wife of Javier Bardem, who 
is having affairs with two American tourists. 

“{Allen]} gives all this freedom, which is 
very liberating,” Cruz said. “At the same time 
it’s like a big responsibility because you don’t 
want to ruin anything—especially when you 
are working in a different language. Javier 
[Bardem] and I, he gave us this scene in Eng- 
lish and asked us to translate it however we 
wanted to—the way our characters would 
speak. We didn’t know if he was going to be 
happy with that because we were swearing ev- 
ery three words!” 

While “Barcelona” was mostly about fun 
and frivolity, “Rome” delves into the absurdity 
that comes with instant celebrity. Allen took 
an obvious poke at that when the breakfast 
Benigni’s character eats is breaking news. 

Cruz, 38, who was reared in Spain and lives 
in New York and L.A., has never been tab- 
loid fodder. Even though Allen admits celeb- 
rity has it perks, Cruz draws the line when it 
comes to the child she had last year with Bar- 
dem, her husband of two years. 

“T can’t tolerate it,” she said. “There are 
magazines that have pages dedicated to the 
children [of celebrities}. ’'m 100 percent 
against that. They aren’t a handbag.”

Soderbergh exposes male strippers

Steven Soderbergh’s movie “Magic Mike,” 
inspired by actor Channing Tatum’s real-life 


experiences as a teenager, takes 
the wraps off the world of male 
stripping and humanizes it 
through a chain of relation- 
ships. 

The film, opening Friday, 
features 32-year-old Tatum, 
Matthew McConaughey 
and Alex Pettyfer, among © 
others. Tatum plays Mike, 
who juggles several jobs by 
day and dances by night at 
Club Xquisite. Mike falls for 
Brooke (Cody Horn), sister of

What made you decide that male stripping 

could be a viable idea for a film? 

As Channing described it to me, it felt like 

a really good movie idea. I’m always on the 
lookout for a world that I haven’t seen before 

or been immersed in. So this was defi- 
nitely that. It seemed ready-made.

He went right out into the sea of 
women, and I can’t blame them for crossing 
the line. And I had no desire to control them!

It certainly helps, there’s no question. “Fifty 
Shades of Grey” is about female fantasy— 
what are these fantasies like? How powerful 
are they?

Google gadgets debut 


Los Angeles Times 
Google isn’t just flirting with consumer elec- 
tronics anymore, it’s diving headlong into it. 

With the kind of dramatics that are becom- 
ing a familiar fixture of technology industry 
confabs, Google this week unveiled a new 
tablet and a home entertainment device at its 
conference in San Francisco. 

Google’s duo of new Nexus gadgets are 
ready for prime time, and the company is 
hoping they will land in the center of consum- 
ers’ digital lives. The new tablet and enter- 
tainment unit are built to talk to each other, 
enabling Google customers to buy movies 
and music, play games and grab online infor- 
mation whether Web surfing on the couch or 
on the move. 


Nexus 7 
Google revealed its Nexus 7,~an_in-house- 
developed Android tablet that is now avail- 
able for purchase. 

The 7-inch-screen tablet will run Google’s 
latest Android OS, Jelly Bean, and 
will feature a 1,280-by-800 pixel 
high-definition screen. Google said 
the Nexus 7’s video “looks stunning.” 
Google called the device, which is 
built by Asus, “super thin” and said it 
weighs only 340 grams. Google’s Hugo 
Barra said the device fits in one hand. 

The device is available for purchase 
online and ships in mid-July. It comes 
with 8 GB of storage for $199 or 16 GB 
for $249. It also will feature a front- 
facing camera, and comes with Wi- 
Fi connectivity, Bluetooth and NFC. 
The Nexus 7 has a battery life of nine 
hours of video playback, but it can last 
300 hours on standby. 

The Nexus 7 also will be the first 
Android device to come with Google 
Chrome as its default Internet browser, a 
change users have been calling for. 


Nexus Q 

Google also is rolling out a media player tar- 
geting the home entertainment market to 
take on Apple TV, Boxee, Roku and other 
devices. 

The Nexus Q, made in the US., will retail 
for $300, a bit on the pricey side. It’s a sphere- 
shaped device that connects to flat-panel TVs 
and stereo speakers to play music, movies or 
TV shows from Google Play. 

With the Nexus Q, Google is banking 
that consumers are ready to be more social 
with their content. Any user with an Android 
phone or tablet will be able to send their fa- 
vorite tunes, movies or shows from their per- 
sonal libraries to add to a queue when loung- 
ing ina friend’s living room. It also works with 
YouTube. 

It will be available at the outset only in the 
US. and can be preordered at Google Play 
starting Wednesday, and ships in mid-July.

In other words, procrastination is every- 
where. 

Avoiding the procrastination temptation 
can be too much to ask. But hey, there’s an 
app for that. 

Write or Die is made specifically to keep 
writers on task. It comes with the tag line, 
“Putting the ‘prod’ in productivity.” 

How the app works: Writers begin typing 
in the app’s window. When the typing slows 
to a stop, there are consequences. The writer 
can set how severe those consequences will 
be. In “gentle” mode, a notice pops up with a 


kind reminder that it’s time to start writing. 
In “normal” mode, the app begins to emit an 
unpleasant sound, which stops only when the 
typing begins again. In “kamikaze” mode, the 
app is set to destroy: When the writing has 
stopped for too long, the words begin to erase 
themselves. There is also a “Nyan Cat” mode, 
turning an Internet meme into a destructive 
force. The message is clear: Keep writing, or 
else. 

The app is $9.99. Such is the price of writ- 
ing progress.
